Noting the Office Action of October 1 1 , 2005 wherein an election of Species has been 
required, Applicants hereby elect Species A, upon which claims 1, 5, 8 and 9 are readable, for 
prosecution in the above-identified application (see paragraphs 1 and 3 of the Office Action). 

Applicants note that claim 1 is generic. Claim 1 is directed to a glass material containing 
a rare-earth ion as an element for an optical amplification medium. Claim 5, depending on claim 
1, defines the waveguide structure shown in Figs. 6A, 6B, 7A, 7B, 8A and 8B. Claims 8 and 9, 
ultimately depend from claim 1, define the waveguide structure shown in Figs. 8A and 8B, 
which waveguide structure includes a core region comprising the fluorescent glass of claim 1 . 

With respect to paragraph 2 of the Office Action, Applicants also elect Y2O3 as an oxide 
of fluorescing glass (see claim 1), and AI2O3 as a silica-based glass (see claim 9), only for the 
purpose of prosecution in the above-identified application.
